AMPLE MOISTURE NOW 


With the exception of South and 
Central Saskatchewan and Southeast 
ern Alberta moisture is ample to car 
ry crops to maturity Should present 
favourable weather conditions con- 
tinue, cutting will be general in ten 
to fifteen days and indications point 
to an average yield, Some damage 
‘from rust is reported in Manitoba. In 
(Quebec the weather continues favour 
able for all crops. In Ontario, waile 
crops are for the most part consider 
ed promising rain is needed in some 
areas. In the Maritime Provinces fav 
ourable weather prevaiis and crops 
generally are progressing satisfactor 
ily. In British Columbia the weather 
continues hot and dry, and rain 
would be welcome in most districts 

Alberta. Warm weather and scat- 


tered showers have helped crops

tricts have suffered severely from 
hail. Southeast. Cutting should com-~ 
memce next tweek The average wheat 
yield is estimated at not more than 
ten bushels, as about 35 per cent of 
the acreage seeded has been abandon 
ed. Western Area. Wheat is headed 
out and following ample moisture, is 
filling out rapidly An average crop is 


‘expected. The sugar beet crop is very 


satisfactory. Saskatchewan. Crop pro 
spects continue favourable for a 
good average yield. Hail damage has 
been heavy in several localities. Har 
vesting will be gemearar in ten to fif- 
teen days. Southern. Crops are mat- 
uring rapidly fair yields are expect 
ed from summerfallow, but stubble 
crops over a substantial area have 
been badly burned owt and in the 
south cemtray portion many farmers 
face almost total crop failure. Har- 
vesting will be general in ten days.

OIL NEWS FROM THE 
WAINWRIGHT FIELD 


(By W. A. Knowles) 


Semator Oil & Gas Co are now 
down’ 408 fect with thoir twenty inch 
bitt. They have recently passed 
through some very hard formation up 
on which they were slowed up consid 
erably but excellent time is now be- 
ing made. It is the intention to carry 
large capacity drilling to sufficient 
depth to assure a ten inch production 
size at extreme depth if necessary. 
The location about six miles east of 
own is highly interesting and the 
result of this drilling is looked for- 
ward to with much interest 

Onalto, in their temporary pump- 
ing tests during the past week on 
their No. 1 well, have shown that 
the capacity of this well when per- 
manently placed on production equip 
ment and consistently kept.on the 
flow jine will probably do better than 
109 barreis of a qualiiy of oil around 
22 gravity. Oil has not, at any time 
during pumping operations, becn low 
ered to any great cxtent in the cas 
ing though it has not been constant- 
ly pumped, The tubing and rods will 
be permanently placed within a few 
days when a full test will be given 

Bethwain No. 2 has not yet resum 
ed operations. It is reported that Pen 
insular will shortly resume work on 
their locations, including Wainwell 
property which they recently took, 
over. — 

Edalta, Wainwright Petroleums 
and B.P. No, 4 are prospects for early 
placing on permanent pumping equip 
ment. 

Nothing new has developed in the 
gas situation whereby this field was 
to be a prospect for supplying this 
natura resource to the cities of Sas- 
katoon, Regina and Moose Jaw. Ne- 
gotiations by the several competitors 
for the franchige privileges with 
these cities are still being carried on 

Geologists and oil men in the inter- 
ests of gas and oil in this field are 
constanitly visiting the field in the in- 
terests of unnamed concerns.

BREAST FEEDING 


Fliegende Biaetter (Munich) 


If the nursing mother is healthy 
and if she is eating the proper foods 
her milk will almost surely contain 
all of the constjtuents which her 
child requires for proper nutrition. 

Breast milk meets the needs of the 
child in a remarkable manner. This 
is not surprising when we consider 
that it is the natural food of the in- 
fant. Breast feeding is not an entire 
‘y foolproof method of feeding, how- 
ever, and in order to carry it out 


some thought to the subject. 

The mother, if she intends to nurse 
her baby properly must attend to her 
general health, which of course, in- 
cludes attention to her diet. If the 
mother is careless as regards her 
own needs, she is doimg harm, not 
only to herself but, indirectly to her 
child through her milk. 

The nunsing mother requires fresh 
air sunshine, rest and exercise in or- 
der to maintain her normal heailth. 
She should eat a well balanced diet, 
making sure that it includes the daily 
use of milk and milkk products, green 
leafy vegetables, and fruits. Atten- 
tion to the proper habits of healthy 
living is essenitial for the health of 
the nursing mother and her child. 

She should feed by the chock. Ex- 
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propenly the mother requires to give 


‘ {observed. The time for feeding is the 


hour set as shown by the clock, not 
when the mother guesses that it is 
| feeding time, or when the baby cries 
Regularity in feeding is necessary 
for the baby irregularity is the cause 
of digestive upsets. Regularity in 
feeding alsd helps to maintain the 
supply of breast miiik. 

oO baby should be weaned unless 
| the necessity for depriving him of hi» 
natural food has been carefully con- 
sidered. Mothens, for some unknown 
neason, very often get the idea that 
their milk, i6 not sulitable. They do 
not know, or they have forgotten 
thiat the best artifical feeding is only 
a substitute and is never just as good 
as the natural method. 

If there is not sufficient breast- 
milk, then the proper, thing to do is 
to supplement the quantity there is 
with some artificial feeding. In this 
way, the baby receives the benefit 
of all the natural food available and 
is given what additional food he 
needs! There is no reason why the 
infant should not continue at the 
breast while he has supplementary 
feedings, some breast milk being so 
much better than none at all. 

Satisfactory breast-feeding de- 
pends upon the mother‘s taking care 
of her health, particularly her diet,, 
on her confidence and determination 
that she can and will breast-feed her 
baby, and on her resolution that she 
will feed with absolute regularity by 
the clock. :

Added to ordinary ink, a few drops 
of a chemical solution causes the ink 
to glow when it is examined under 
ultraviolet rays. 


Frauds in old paintings can be de 
tected by electric rays under a sys- 
tem recently devised by Robert Maur 
er, Austrian scientist. 


Bits of gold leaf, so light that they
